In response to the restriction requirement in paragraph 1 of the Restriction Requirement 
mailed July 26, 2004, applicants elect the claims of Group I, claims 1 - 33, 38 - 47, 52 - 57 and 66- 
73, with traverse. In response to the restriction requirement in paragraph 4, applicants elect the 
species of Figs. 25, 26 and the claims readable on it, claims 13-19, with traverse. Applicants 
submit that it would not impose an undue burden to examine all the claims together and that the 
restriction requirement thus should be withdrawn.
